Angry Deddington people who are sick of dogs fouling their village will soon 
have the help of a dog warden. At a meeting between Cherwell District Council 
and local parish authorities, the chairman of Deddington Parish Council, Mr John 
Cole, was told that a shortlist for the post of district dog warden would soon 
be drawn up. The bylaws in relation to footways and grass verges have now been 
approved by the district council. The warden's job will be to educate dog owners 
and enforce the bylaws. : 


Mr Cole told the meeting: ‘Deddington people frequeritly have to walk with 
their heads down, not out of reverence but becauseethey are trying to see what 
they are walking in. This problems applies particularly to our’ pleying fields 
and open spaces and it spreads disease. We want the bylaws to be enforced to 
cover ag many areas as possible so thet owners have to keep their dogs under 
control." Mr Cole said a notice had been put on one of the pometery gates in 
the village to stop owners letting their dogs use the cemetery as a toilet.

Sven in those days there were accidents on the Oxford Roed, as can. be seen 
from one of the extracts from the diaries of the Rev Cotton Risley for the 
month of October 1838

7th October - Susan had to put two leeches to her inflamed eye 


5 . : 
12th October - The annual ox roasting took place tin the Market Square 

There was a fatal accident, the Oxford coach overturning, with three young men 
returning to Oxford College. One, Sroderick, was killed aifl two badly injured. 


13th October — Set up jury for inquest on coach victim - verdict accidental 
death, firranged funeral with the boy's father, in brick grave near south side 
of the tower. 


27th October —- The annual Court Leet or Baron of the 3 Lords of Deddington 
Manor was held at the Town Hall as usual. The new High Bailiff's staff of 
office was used and exhibited, made out of the Chesterton oak — which I 
presented to the Lords of the Manor. 


23th October ~- We began ploughingin the Park, as it is called. itr. Guy, the 
wine merchant from Oxford called, I ordered 3 dozen of yort and 2 gallons of 
best brown brandy. 


NOW AND THIN Bernard Bowerman's lizhthearted look at the press button age. 


This is something taken for granted. We older ones reuenber when the work they 
control had to te done the hard way. The difference starts as soon as we wale 
UD. It's dark We reach not for matches and candle but the first button for 
the lights. Then we don't go scuttling up the garden and back into a cold back 
kitchen to swill in cold water. We so to the bathroom,hot water, press button; 
shaves; after shave. We go down not to rake the grate and lay and light the 
fire, put an iron kettle on. Some said water was hotter boiled with sticks, 

We press buttons for our hot tea and toast. We so to work not on a bike or 
shanks. No, we go in a car, press buttons, engine, radio, wipers? indicators. 
If it's to a farm, we don't have to groom and harness horses, hitch them to 
implements and walk all day, or load farm products up to 2% hundredweight. 

We go into a garage, attend to the needs of the steel monster, climb in, press 
buttons for engine, radio, then hitch some implement on, button controlled, or 
we can climb on the combine or control it by tiny levers and do work that took 
un to twenty men in our time. We <o home not to see one or two large iron pots 
on the fire, a stew in the side oven, black iron kettle on the hob, No, our 
partner has pressed some buttons and cooked a nice meal. We go to an office, 
heat button controlled, no pen and ink, we just decide which buttons to press, 
phone, computer, calculator or typewriter. If it's a car factory, there's a 
yanel of buttons controlling giraffe-looking robots spitting hot metal, welding 
metal parts, trolleys running about lifting heavy loads.  Wverywhere we go 
someone is tapping away. I aprreciate all the modern things. They male life 
much more comfortable 


We have to remember the more serious side, too - saving life by fast communica- 
tions, working hospital machines and fighting crime.
